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USE AND DISUSE OF THE 
LIBRARY. 



VVe are especially fcKrtuaate in hav- 
ing so well an equipiied library at 
our disposal, one that contains the 
beet of reference books on various 
subjects, standard works of flction, 
history, law, engineering, agriculture, 
chemistry and the classics. It fur- 
nishes ample material for study 
along different Hues and the studeats 
of the several colleges and deixart- 
lueiits can all find a section of the 
library devoted to their needs. They 
are taking advantage too, of this op- 
portunity. At all hours, when the li- 
brarj is oi)en, sUidents may be seen 
th^-re, improving their spare moments 
rattier than loitering outside on the. 
campus. 

GrK>d reading ought to appeal to 
every studmtj and as much time as 
possible should be spent in this most 
l)rofitable occupation. We now have 
the means at our hands without going 
to the city library and everyone 
ought accordingly to make use of that 
fact. The books have been selected 
wiUi great care, in order that 'they may 
be suited to the requirements of the 
students. They are entertaining and 
instructive and an hour of recreation 
may be spent among them as well as 
one of study. 

Tliere are few things, however, that 
do not iiave some bad qualities and 
the management of the library has 
its faults. These are in connection 
with the hours of keeping it oi>en. 
Very tew of the students, with the 
excei)tlon of those in the College of 
Law, can spend any of the morning 
in the library. A large nunuler have 
the time available In the afternoon and 
consequently more are to be found 
there at that time of day than at any 
other. Still, there are some who 
can very rarely. If ever, have the time 
free for study and reading during the 
hours that the library is oi>en. 

Students In some of the engineer- 
ing and scientific courses have very 
little time at their disp^isal during the 
day. So they derive iwaotlcally no 
benefits from the abundant fund of 
knowledge put here for the use of all. 

When any great number of students 
a|« inconvenienced by a cerhaln thing,

some change ought to be made. Here 
something needs to be dlone. The 
library should be kept open for two 
or thiree hours at night for the use of 
all such students who are busy during 
the day and can study only at night. 

This Is not all, however. Many 
w;io can go to the library, as it is 
now kept open, could do much more 
work tliere if it were open at night. It 
is an extreme hardship not to be al- 
lowed to take advantage of its ex- 
celieiiit sources of information at 
what.evtr time possible. 

Mentliin of this need of longer hours 
for study in the library lias been made 
before, but this is a question of much 
nrportance and one that looms into 
prominence of its own account. 

There is a very valuable collection 
of hooks m the library and one that 
would do credit to any library, but 
it cannot be of the assistance to the 
student body that is intended, until 
it is kept open practically all hours 
Ilf the day, and up until nine or ten 
o’clock at night.

State Remains in S. I. A. A. 

It is an undendable fact that the 
University has sustained a great loss 
In the i>er&on of Mr. Swcetland, and 
it seems now almost Impossible to se- 
cure a man w ho can take up the work 
that he has managed so well. Even 
shoutd we secure a coach as well 
qualified as he, there would be lack- 
ing the confidence and the esteem in 
which be is lield by the faculty and 
student body. But is certain that the 
training and the fighting spirit which 
he has developed will remain long af- 
ter he has gone. 

PerhaiJS never before has tfciere 
been a greater effort made to secure 
clean athletics than at the present 
time. In the n.ceUng cf the S. I. A. 
A. at Biruiingham last week, the rule 
was passed making 14 units the en- 
trance requirement for 'all players 
and it is needless to say that this rule 
shall be rigidly enforced in the future 
contests. 

Sta^e shall play the ICentucky teams 
next year but shall be governed by 
the rules of the S. I. A. A. and all 
teams with which they engage must 
meet the requirements. Prof. Miller 
gave out the statement that so far, 
no coach has been secured for next 
year. 

The basketball outlook seems very 
promising and with three of our old 
men back and several more who are 
showing up well we see no reason why 
we should not w.in a majority of the 
gan^es. 

We are indeed fortunate in having 
a man like Judge Barker for Presi- 
dent. He stands for fairness in atth- 
letlcB. and a man who would rather 
see his team lose than win by dishon- 
esty. This is the spirit we Intend to 
foster, for the day of the ringer is 
over. It must be bona-fide students 
who shall play the games of the fu- 
ture ajid we believe our sister Institu- 
tions will join their ‘eTorts with our 
own so that we may have games that 
shall delight the true siKtrtsman’s 
heart and no matter the affiliations, 
let this be our motto: “May the best 
team win."

.My conceptions of a college weekly 
is not strictly a newspaper, but a 
pai>cr in v\hich are discussed the 
various problems in the University, a 
pai>er in which itlhe voice of the stu- 
dent body and faculty is expressed, 
a paper in whic'h are expressed high- 
er ideas nobler principles, and loftier 
senlimenis, a paper whose best inter- 
est is to build up the University.

I do not write this letter in order 
to discourage you, hut to explain the 
difliculties that you will meet with 
so that you may make a wise selec- 
tion in choosing your cT)-workers, and 
that you iray be prepared to meet 
these difticultie.s. 

I am willing to do all I can to help 
you in its publications, and do not 
hesitate in asking me aid, if you find 
thaif I cun be of service to you.

THE VALUE OF LATIN AND 
SCIENCE AS SEEN BY 
MANY. 



Wliy are you willing to siiend time 
BtiUlylug Latin and poetiy of all kinds 
es well as many otJier things whlc'li 
you cannot turn to money at once? 
This Is tho Tiesilon 'ha*, most fre- 
quently assails the humble worshli)- 
per at the shrine of the goddess of 
wlsuom. If you must waste time that 
way why do you go the Sta‘e Univer- 
sity? 

'I'liere are some ]>o8ltlve advantages 
airout knowing Latin, that ere some- 
times overlooked by the 
grumbler, whose tribe Is ever Increas- 
ing. The student has only to remem- 
ber some of the phrases of Horace on 
Virgil when the cook gets pugnacious 
and he may relieve his feelings much 
without suffering from an attack of a 
breomstick or other hard substaaice. 

If he does not care for ix>etry, he 
may give his opinions of the opi>oslng 
political candidate In tthe classle 
phrases of the Catallnlan orations of 
Cicero without danger of a suit for 
slander. And this because ihe ihias 
had the privilege of conniving the 
wisdom stored up by the ancients. 

Why waste time with French or 
Uennan, if you never expect to leave 
America? Even a farmer among the 
hills of Eastern Kentucky would find 
out or both of these languages of In- 
ijnKe help to him when the cattle get 
into the corn or the mules “balked.” 
He would express himself in the most 
forcible language without the least 
dancer of hurting his wile's con- 
science. The field of usefulness of 
these languages Is almost limitless 
along those lines. Perhaps some one 
cf those scoffers will become con- 
\ hifed of his error. If such be ths 
case, no labor or time sihould be 
gruuaed m se.tting forth the manifest 
a' \antagi-s of such knowledge. 

As to poetry, little need be said. 
What ;>oung man does not at some 
time imagine himself looking up luto 
the eyes of a being too beautiitul for 
ihl.i world, and wishing to say some- 
fning his thick tongue can hardly ex- 
pie?s! Let him remember only a few 
lines of some i>f the master i>oets and 
behold it is done. There are things 
worth more t'han money In this plan- 
et. 

Every one of our subjects of 
study, in fact, is of iiaramount im- 
portance in some time of work. What’s 
the use *>f stud>ing about boys and 
women and such things? His 
knowledge must be superficial who 
has no desire to know the proper 
names and habits of the various tribes 
of fioys. It would l»e Indeed a brave 
uiHii who had the courage to tell the 
house-wife whom he was visiting, 
wliat kept him awake the previous 
night. However, If he gave the scien- 
tific name who would be the wiser? 
Uut to name all the l>euetitB of the 
various things we stmly would far 
exceed the limits of this short arti- 
cle. Only a few illustrations should, 



therefore!, be given. It has been en- 
tirely unnecessary to enumerate the 
many excellent answers which others 
have given to the first question. 

The second Ciuostion, why do you 
ceme to K. S. V., if you must take a 
course in arts and science, may be 
answered much more briefly. Be- 
cause Kentucky is the most favored 
or the states in more ways than one; 
and Kentucky has noUblng so good 
as K. S. IT. in this line. Such a 
statement is an axiom and needs no 
explanation. Pesides, our own be- 
loved Imiverslty is not inferior to In- 
stitutions of greater pretensions; for 
no one finishes the course without 
Latin, which is perhaps one of the 
most of all the subjects as has been 
fiiUy explained. The last and one of 
the liest resources is an able, effici- 
ent, and learned faculty who never 
fail to make Impressions that last for- 
ever, so far as ihe stmlents are con- 
cerned. Such In brief Is the depart- 
ment of Arts and Science viewed by 
one of Its ow’n Intellectual waifs.
